Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 18, 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 67-84 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 67-77 are allowable primarily because claim 67 requires each of the first and 
second openings to have an outermost lateral periphery that is coextensive with each of the first 
and second outermost periphery of the first and second diffusion regions, i.e., the first and 
second openings must be formed such that their diameters/outer-dimensions are the same as the 
diameters/outer-dimensions of the first and second diffusions, respectively. This featxu-e in 
combination as recited in claim 67 cannot be anticipated or fairly suggested by the references of 
record. 

Claims 78-84 are allowable primarily because claim 78 requires the uppermost surface of 
the second liner to be planar with the uppermost surface of the insulative material. This feature 
in combination as recited in claim 67 cannot be anticipated or fairly suggested by the references 
of record.
